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NEW INSURANCE LAW 
MAKES BIG CHANGES 


I T W IL L DO AW A* W IT H “ CO­ 
IN SU RAN CE.” 


SUGAR, TOO; IS NOW 
GOING 
UP 


'This W ill Result lo Macy Companies 
Refusing to Insure Property lo The 
Country, Or Else the Raising of 
Rates On T hat 
Protection—New 
Rules For Paying Losses. 


The new insurance law for Wiscon­ 
sin, the tex t of which will have to be 
incorporated hereafter in the standard 
policies of all companies doing a fire 
business in the 6tate and copies of 
w hich have recently been received by 
local insurance men, is only begin­ 
ning to be fairly understood by agents 
and b u rn e ts men who carry heavy 
Insurance. 
The new policy, 
it is 
claimed, will practically 
do away 
w ith w hat Is known as co-insnrance. 
T h at is a clause technically termed 
“ the three-quarter clause,” which has 
been more particularly used in the in­ 
surance of all kinds of property in the 
country or beyond the reach of the 
ordinary means 
of fire protection. 
Under this clause the owner of coun­ 
try property became personally in te r' 
eeted because he had to sustain one- 
fourth of the loss caused by the de­ 
struction of his property. 
County Property Affected. 
T hat is, if he had a house insured 
fo r $4,000, under the old policy he 
would have to stand $1,000 of the 
loss in case of th a t destruction, and 
would only receive $3,000 on his policy 
for $4,000. 
This is co-insuranttee and 
w as put into the old standard policy 
us a means of equalizing rates and of 
protection to the companies, which 
figure th a t a fire in 
the country 
m eans a total loss nine times cut of 
ten. 
T hat is the abrogation of this 
clause will result in many companies 
refuging to insure country property 
and in making it quite difficult for 
ow ners of th a t class of propel ty to 
g e t insurance is plain. 
The tendency, 
it is claimed, will be to m aterially in ­ 
crease rates of insurance—either th at 
o r no risks will be taken by the 
•ompanics, agents say. 


Other New Features. 
Another change will be in the m at 
te r of the collection of the am ount of 
the policy. 
The law on this point is 
mo amended th a t the companies are 
prohibited from cancelling a policy ex­ 
cept on sixty days’ notice to the in­ 
sured unless w ith the consent of the 
la tte r. 
The new policy says of this: 
“ Unless, during a time in which the 
hazard shall be increased solely by 
the act of God, and in such case and 
b oring such time of such increase of 
hazard, the company shall not cancel 
th is policy except upon sixty days’ no­ 
tice of such cancellation w ithout the 
consent of the assured.” 
Just what 
is m eant by “ the act of God” the 
agents have not yet determined, un 
less it relates to forest fires started 
from “ unknown causes.” 
Selecting: of Appraisers. 
Still another change is made in the 
selection of appraisers. 
The new poli­ 
cy declares th a t “ appraisers shall be 
residents of the staie, unless other­ 
wise agreed to by the parties thereto, 
he insured and the company each sc­ 
ooting cne appraiser w ithin thirty-five 
days after mailing proofs of 
loss to 
said company, and in case the other 
p arty fails to select an appraiser w ithin 
such time the other appraiser and um­ 
pire selected may act as a board of 
appraisers, and whatever aw ard they 
shall find 
shall be as binding as 
though the two appraisers had been 
chosen.” 
Another new provision is 
th a t the less shall 
become payable 
w ithin sixty days after notice and ap­ 
proval of loss shall be received by the 
com pany interested. 


Trust, They Say, Is Buying Liberally So 
They Can Boast Prices. 
Sugar is going up and in addition 
may become a scarce 
article. 
The 
American m arket of 1895 is 300,009 
tons short on raw sugar, compared 
w ith the 1894 m arket. 
The sugar 
trust, it is understood, is buying liber­ 
ally with the intention of forcing up 
prices. 
This 
buying of raw , the 
shortage of the product and tho early 
berry season all over the country are 
circumstances which it is alleged have 
combined to make the consumer dig a 
little deeper into his pockets. 
In an­ 
ticipation of 
advance. the retailers 
throughout the country have increased 
to double and treble 
their usual 
orders 
of 
the * refined 
article, 
Wholesalers of Milwaukee, St. Paul 
and other large centers say the trade 
for tho past three weeks has been 
about treble the demand for the six 
weeks previous. 
The consumption 
will increase for the next three or 
four months, as it always does during 
the beriy season. The southern straw ­ 
berries are now in the m arket at 
prices so low th a t about everybody 
may consume them, and this is two or 
three weeks earlier than usual. There 
will be a heavy demand for sugar un­ 
til after the preserving season is over. 
Up to the latter part of April the 
price for granulated sugar in New 
York was as low as $4.12 per 
IOO 
pounds. 
Since then there have been 
seven separate advances of from G 
to 
12 cents per IOO. 
Prices at present in 
New York are quoted a t $4.02, an ad­ 
vance of exactly one-half a cent per 
pound, or about 124 per cent. 
An­ 
other advance of one-tight of a cent 
per pound is indicated. 
No definite 
diea can be formed concerning the 
future advance, but wholesale dealers 
and 
importers 
claim 
it 
is 
certain 
and sure, 
as 
the 
40 per 
cent duty put upon sugar by congress 
last August will soon begin to be felt 
and play an im portant part. 
The 
enormous stock of raw sugar import­ 
ed in anticipation of the duty,coupled 
with the light demand during the last 
six m onths,has prevented the addition 
of any of the forty per cent duty up 
to this time on the price. 
The supply 
of raw sugar imported last year has 
now been pretty largely exhausted, 
and the country hereafter will have to 
make up the duty.

When everything 
was ready, word came from Edgerton 
to hold on a few minutes. 
“ It now looks as though our depart­ 
m ent will be able to hold the fire. Will 
let you know in three or four min­ 
utes,” the message read, and in a few 
moments another dispatch said th at 
they had the fire under control. 
The fire was in the two-story brick 
dock owned by the H erm an Brewing 
Company, of Madison, and was valued 
a t $14,000. The fire originated in the 
basement of 
the store occupied by 
Boynton Sc Clark, grocers, and was 
caused by the explosion of

amp. 
The blaze quickly communi­ 
cated to a quantity of oils, and then 
spread to the saloon of Charles Frank 
in the same building.

Other interested 
property holders favor paving with a 
proviso, that the common 
council 
adopt that section of the “ uniform 
charter” which gives the city author­ 
ity to issue street paving bonds, thus 
giving the property owners opportu­ 
nity of paying the paving cost in in­ 
stallments, say in one, two, three, 
four and five years. 
They claim that 
by adopting this scheme the people 
would nearly unanimously sign the 
petition for paving, because the cost 
would be so distributed that it would 
neither be burdensome or confiscating. 
However, those who are now agitating 
the pavement claim that a majority 
of abutting property owners favor im­ 
proving the street now by laying 
bleck pavements, provided they can­ 
not induce the council to adopt the 
scheme mentioned. 
There is but little doubt that some 
thing will be done with the street this 
season. 
While block paving now ap 
pears to meet the approval of many 
it may be found that a majority will 
not sign the petition until they are 
sure that tho council will adopt the 
uniform charter law. 
This matter 
will no doubt be brought up at some 
meeting of the council in the near fu­ 
ture.

Some experiments have been made in 
France to determine the specific action 
of a considerable lowering of tempera­ 
ture upon the brilliancy of certain 
bodies which shine in the dark after 
having been exposed to sunlight. Tubes 
of glass filled with the powdered sul­ 
phides of calcium, barium, strontium, 
etc., all substances possessing the prop­ 
erty of phosphorescence in a high degree, 
were exposed to the solar rays and after­ 
ward proved to be luminous in the dark, 
this being done in such a way as to fix 
upon the memory the mean-valne of the 
progressive diminution of the emitted 
light, and the time also was noted dur­ 
ing which tho light was strong, less 
strong and weak respectively. The tubes 
were next placed in bright sunlight for 
one minute and then suddenly intro­ 
duced into a doublo walled glass cylin­ 
der, the interspace of which was filled 
with nitrons oxide at 140 degrees C. In 
about five or six minutes the tempera­ 
ture of the tubes was some IOO degrees 
They were then withdrawn, and when 
observed in a perfectly dark chamber no 
luminosity whatever was perceptible. 
As the tubes recovered their normal tem­ 
perature, however, the phosphorescence 
returned without the exciting agency 
of the sun’s rays or of diffused light. 
These results were proved to be general 
for all phosphorescent substances em­ 
ployed. 
The experiments showed, too, 
that the production of the phosphores­ 
cent light requires a certain movement 
of the constituent molecules of bodies 


M an. 
Bearing in mind that, as far as gen 
oral configuration goes, the ground plans 
of the present continent have been about 
the same, only an occasional bit of land 
having been topped off, as in England, 
the question arises, Is man an animal 
of the old world or of the new?

likes eggs and devours small insects 
Vary his diet in a menagerie, making 
him slightly omnivorous, and his con­ 
dition improves. 
If not, then, for these 
arboreal ancestors, who bad hands, we 
might never have been. 
We may then 
trace our origin from the old rather thai*, 
from the new one, but we really know 
but little about the particulars.—New 
York Times.

A novel improvement in the shuttle 
boxes of looms has been made by a 
London inventor. 
According to this 
mechanism, the ordinary shuttle box 
has no swell or spring, and the shuttle 
guide, though made somewhat as usual, 
is mounted at the end nearest to the 
entrance of the shuttle box on a pin or 
stud, which acts as a fulcrum ; the op­ 
posite end of the shuttle guide is free 
to vibrate, and is formed with a cross­ 
piece, the end of which rests against 
the back of the shuttle box, or against 
an adjusting screwy or nut, and thus 
the vibrating end of the shuttle guide 
is maintained in the required position 
by means of a blade spring fixed to the 
front of the shuttle box. The crosspiece, 
which forms part of the vibrating end 
of the shuttle guide, is slightly less in 
length than the width of the ordinary 
shuttle, and, as the latter enters the 
box, the vibrating guide acts in lieu 
of the swell, the blade spring checkin? 
the momentum of the shuttle and stop­ 
ping it. The fulcrum pin of the guide 
may work in a short longitudinal slot 
in such guide, and the check r.trao be­ 
ing attached to the guide, the latter, or 
th? crosspiece of it, will act as n buffer.
